Governor 

Jerry 

Brown 

Jerry Brown, onetime Jesuit seminarian, 
believes that sin is original and selfish in¬ 
stincts natural, and he also suspects that 
American is experiencing a "counterrefor¬ 
mation"—against the expansive govern¬ 
mental policies of past years. What makes 
these views especially striking, of course, is 
that Brown, 37, is the Democratic Governor 
of California. In his first year in office, he 
has curbed the growth in this state's bur¬ 
geoning governmental employment and 
spending. He has admonished Californians 
to lower their sights, prepare to make 
needed sacrifices instead of slaking the urge 
to consume, and accept unaccustomed no¬ 
tions of inherent limits instead of boundless 
growth. 

That dialectic has made Brown, for the 
moment, at least, the most popular Gov¬ 
ernor in California history. By a margin of 
more than 7 to 1, voters polled recently by 
Mevin Field approved his performance—a 
level of support well above Ronald Reagan's 
at his peak. 

Brown was interviewed by Henry Grun- 
wald and Jess Cook in Los Angeles at El 
Adobe, an unpretentious restaurant fea¬ 
turing the Jerry Brown special (arroz con 
polio). His thoughts on a variety of topics: 

America's Limitations 

There is a limit to the good things we have 
in this country. We're coming up against 
those limits. It's really a very salutary exer¬ 
cise to learn to live with them. Everybody 
looks for politicians to come up with the solu¬ 
tions to the society's problems. It really is 
a rather totalitarian urge if you analyze it. 
Maybe the answer is the Ten Command¬ 
ments. 

Defining Priorities 

We're still going at things the way we 
went at Viet Nam. We haven't clearly de¬ 
fined our goals. Take the schools. If we 
funded all the proposed programs in Cali¬ 
fornia, we would be spending $5.4 billion 
more on education than we spend right now. 


You want a liberal program to deal with 
that? I'll give you one. Double the income 
tax. Watch the tax base decline as people 
move to Kansas. 

Stale Spending 

I'm doing everything that's been sug¬ 
gested other than spending money we don't 
have. I'm just not giving off a barrage of 
propaganda to make people think we're do¬ 
ing more. We'll take whatever the revenue 
is spend it—and that's it, folks. 

Higher State Support For the Elderly 

In our society, the level is completely in¬ 
adequate. But the assumption is that by 
moving their incomes up a grand or so, you 
can make a big splash. I wonder about that 
because it's a qualitative more than a quan¬ 
titative problem. The income supplement is 
never going to be enough if people are es¬ 
tranged from society. But if you have chil¬ 
dren to take care of you, friends, a nice 
community, it's a winner. 

Ronald Reagan 

Reagan was anti-intellectual. I'm not. His 
rhetoric doesn't match his reality. He was 
Governor for eight years. He didn't slow 
anything down. He raised taxes three times. 
The difference between this and other states 
was imperceptible. 

Creating Jobs 

How to create full employment—that's 
the big question. Unless private enterprise 
can put people to work, the Government is 
going to have to hire them. It's best to do 
it indirectly, but I don't really know how. 
Government could invest, as it did with the 
space program. Or Government could 
loosen the money supply, use tax policy or 
public works. There is no one thing, but 
Government has to play a major role. 

Government Planning 

It's like setting up a commission. It just 
buys time and treads water. Unless you 
know where you want to go, it's an illusion. 
Run a plan out of a Washington computer 
as they do in Russia, and you get a monster. 
We have our own tradition that combines 
both governmental intervention and a very 
diverse private sector. It should be re¬ 
spected.

LUCKY LADY

"Lucky Lady" is a bootleg film, so to 
speak, about prohibition booze smuggling 
that combines an amuzing two guys/one gal 
romantic menage. Stanley Donen's film is a 
slick polished fictionalized account of what 
happened during prohibition. 

Donen's successive vignettes take our 
heroes through a series of expansive smug¬ 
gling routines. Reynolds, a anglo on the lam 
in Mexico, figures he can assume the dual 
role of major smuggler and lover of Minnelli 
when her old man dies. Hackman, also on 
the run, assumes the leadership and the trio 
try to start the runs on the hooch. 

They encounter the likes of Michael Hor¬ 
dern, an urbane ship capt. who selects his 
booze customers with flair/style; John 
Hillerman as the baddy of the sea. He wants 
to control the entire coast with rum running; 
Geoffrey Lewis, a zealous, trigger happy 
Coast Guard skipper and Bobby Benson, as 
the hero's ship hand. His part is so unlike 
anything else that really attracks attention 
itself. I mean this in a very positive way. 

Some very smart looking production work 
stands out. I works very well with the top 
notch script, acting, direction and editing. 

It looks as though Donen has a very meri¬ 
torious career ahead of him. Unlike other 
film makers who lose their touch through the 
years, Donen is still way out in front. Paul 
Staders second unit work of the action is 
nothing less than excellent. 

For an exciting evening of popcorn en¬ 
joyment, I strongly suggest this on your list 
of must see's.

THE MAN WHO WOULD 
BE KING 

Melodrama, An Allied Artists Release of 
a Allied Artists/Columbia production. Pro¬ 
duced by John Foreman, Directed by John 
Huston. Stars, Sean Connery, Michael 
Caine, Christopher Plummer and Saeed Jaf- 
frey. Screenplay, Huston and Gladys Hill. 
Running time, 130 minutes, MPAA Rating: 
PG. 

"The Man Who Would Be King" is about 
two former English soldiers turned con 
artists. Sean Connery and Michael Caine 
decide that Victorias India is no longer big 
enough for them and their growing reputa¬ 
tions. So they decide to carve out their 
own kingdom in Kariristan. Disguised as a 
holyman and his servant, they climb moun¬ 
tains and cross glaciers to penetrate the for¬ 
bidden territory where, "No white man has 
evre gone in and come out alive." Through 
luck and a series of coincidences, they rea¬ 
lize their wildest dreams. 

Connery gets himself crowned king and 
recognized as a god, the ligitimate or illi- 
gitimate son of Alexander the Great (The 
only white man ever to penetrate the area 
some two thousand years before.) And Mi¬ 
chael Caine becomes the chief of armed 
forces and all the gold in the kingdom. But 
while Caine keeps his eye on a chance to 
abscond with the gold, Connery begins to 
take his business as king seriously, which is 
their downfall. 

"The Man Who Would Be King" manages 
to be great fun. It's a tall fale, a legend, of 
steadfastness, courage, gallantry, greed and 
lust, though not necessarily in that order. 

In those great old movies like "Lives of 
the Bengal Lancers" and "Gunga Din" it's 
good to know that you can still go to movies 
and "go to the movies." John Huston is 
very much in command of his subject and 
this is one project that could have very 
much gone astray but it didn't. Three very 
good reasons that helped it stay within the 
focus were, Connery, Caine and Christopher 
Plummer. The latter played a young Rudyard 
Kipling, to whom the story is told to. All 
definite pluses. But, I might add the one 
surprise is Saeed Jeffrey. He plays the In¬ 
dian guide that helps our heroes through the 
different regions of the forbidden territory. 
He is brilliant as the "Gunga Din" of the 
picture.

Latino Expression

Where do you go if you are Young, 
Gifted, and BROWN? 

There are many fields of industry which 
Chicanos are entering whether in the field 
of law, medicine, or even politics. One field 
that has yet to open up for Chicanos is in 
the field of communication and the media 
(broadcasting, television, radio, etc.). There 
has been, and is, much racism that exists in 
this field, which is why many Chicanos have 
yet to malte a definite impact in it. 

There are some Chicanos who are fighting 
to break open this invisible screen of racism 
that lies hidden within the media. 

Any new project or idea must always start 
out in embryo form. With a little hope and 
a lot of hard work, chances are that it will 
grow and develop. Such a program is striving 
to do just that. The show, "Latino Expres¬ 
sion" has very high hopes of growing and 
expanding within the media. The show is 
televised on cable TV Ch. 2-B, LIVE on Fri¬ 
days from 5:00 to 7:00. 

Latino Expression was first telecast Jan. 
3, 1975 and since then it has been striving 
toward achieving definite goals for itself and 
its future. Two Chicanos who are helping the 
Latino Expression dream become a definite 
reality, are Esteben Hernandez and Luis 
Viniegra. Together they co-direct and plan 
out the shows' format. The goals which they 
try to bring out through Latino Expression 
are: 

1) Training of Chicano youth in mass 
media field 

2) Exposure of new Chicano talent 

3) Positive cultural information 
and events 

4) Community communication output. 

The show also strives towards bringing on 
guests that will speak on issues which are 
relevant to the Latino community. Guests 
who have already taken part in Latino Ex¬ 
pression would include: 

—Latino Police Officers Association 
—Los Monitors 
—Coors Boycott Speaker 
—C.A.S.A. - Illegal Immigrants 
—Dr. Sylvia Gonzales - Prof, at SJSU 
— Teatro De La Gente 
—Folklórico Dance Groups 
—Local Chicano Bands 


Manpower is an important factor here 
and Esteben and Luis have opened the media 
field to young Chicanos from high schools, 
junior colleges, and even students from 
SJSU. The recruiting of students has main¬ 
ly concentrated in the area of high schools. 
Once here they give a little background of 
Latino Expression and how students who are 
interested may take part in it. The camera¬ 
man, set and floor directors of Latino Ex¬ 
pression are all young Chicano students who 
give 100 per cent of their energy and talents 
to the show—they ARE Latino Expression. 

Like any new program that is trying to 
be, the subject of money must always arise. 
Lack of funding has made it next to impos¬ 
sible for Latino Expression to further expand. 
They must pay their own bills since they have 
no sponsors to back them up. Even while 
Esteben and Luis are of MACSA com¬ 
ponents, MACSO itself does not fund the 
show. Here is where community input is 
necessary. The Latino Expression staff are 
also in the process of planning out dances 
to help raise funds to keep their show going. 

It is said that dreams are for those who 
sleep, for they will always remain just 
dreams, but the Latino Expression people 
are far from asleep. They are awake to whats 
happening. It is the rest of the Chicano com¬ 
munity who must "wake up" to reality and 
stop waiting around for others to do the job. 

Communication is the lifeline of society, 
and if we as Chicanos ever hope to advance 
toward self-determination for ourselves in 
the media field, or any other field for that 
matter, we must all work to make it a 
reality ... or forever live in dreams.

Minorities Own 
Seventy-One Banks 

by LUIS G. JUAREZ 

According to information from the Office 
of Minority Business Enterprise, the number 
of banks designated by the U.S. Treasury 
Department as minority-owned increased 
from 57 in June of 1974 to 71 in June in 
1975. Total bank deposits also increased by 
about $133 million during that period. Alex 
Armendaris, director of the U.S. Commerce 
Department's Office of Minority Business 
Enterprise (OMBE), said that compares with 
31 minority-owned banks in 1969, with total 
deposits at that time of $396.5 million. De¬ 
posits today have reached $1.3 billion. The 
U.S. Department of Treasury and OMBE are 
joint coordinators of minority-owned bank¬ 
ing under the Administration's Bank Deposit 
Program. Banks are designate minority- 
owned when 50 per cent or more of the 
outstanding common stock of the bank is 
owned and controlled by members of racial 
minority groups. 

"Minority-owned banks are important," 
Armendaris said, because they open up fi¬ 
nancial resources in their community and 
provide opportunities for minority owner¬ 
ship groups. 

The most recently designated minority- 
owned bank is Plaza del Sol National Bank, 
Albuquerque, New Mexico, of which Paul 
R. Hernandez is president. 

Of the 71 banks, 43 are owned by black 
or multi-racial groups, with deposits of $663 
million; 25 by Spanish-Americans with de¬ 
posits of $619 million; two by American In¬ 
dians, with deposits of $11 million; and one 
by Chinese-Americans, with deposits of $2.5 
million. Total deposits of all minority-owned 
banks are $1.3 billion. 

In terms of deposits, the three largest 
banks are Republic National Bank of Miami, 
with deposits of $123 million; Banco de 
Ponce in New York City, with deposits of 
$120 million; and the Bank of Miami, with 
deposits of $114,5 million. 

The Office of Minority Business Enter¬ 
prise was created in the Department of 
Commerce in 1969 to serve as the coor¬ 
dinating agency of the federal government 
for minority business affairs and to assist in 
both federal and private efforts with the 
development of minority-owned businesses 
throughout the nation.

The Rising Power of 
Mexican-Americans

There is one political trend on which both 
Democrats and Republicans seem to be 
betting: LATINO power is on the rise. 

A White House official went so far as to 
assert that by the year 2000 Mexican- 
Americans will replace blacks as the nation's 
largest minority. 

A Democratic official offers a more im¬ 
mediate predictions that the next presi¬ 
dential election could turn on whether the 
Democrats succeed in registering another 
200,000 Mexican-Americans in California. 

While neither of these forecasts is a sure 
thing, they are being taken seriously among 
professionals in both parties. This is happen¬ 
ing for a variety of reasons, both political 
and demographic: 

• The recent Voting Rights Act Amend¬ 
ments will create hundreds of Spanish speak¬ 
ing vote registrars in California, Texas and 
other states with high concentrations of 
Spanish speaking voters. On paper, this 
could produce a dramatic increase in the 
Latino electorate, since the voting rate 
among Adult Mexican-Americans was only 
23 per cent in the 1974 congressional elec¬ 
tion, compared. to 44 per cent among 
Americans as a whole. 

• The Latino birth rate in this country is 
approximately twice as high as that of the 
rest of the population, and the legal im¬ 
migration rate is higher than average. As 
a result, official statistics indicate that the 
number of Mexican-Americans in this coun¬ 
try is increasing at the rate of three per 
cent a year, roughly twice nations average 
growth atre. 

• Federal spending for bilingual educa¬ 
tion is increasing. 

• A system of easy voter registration by 
postcard has already been adopted in Cali¬ 
fornia and is under consideration in several 
other states as well as in Congress. 

As might be expected, both political 
parties are hurrying to get out in front of 
the growing Latino power movement. 

Republican efforts, to date, seem to 
center around one overworked White House 
official, Fernando de Baca, who serves as 
President Ford's special assistant for His¬ 


panic and other minority language groups. 

de Baca, former regional director of the 
Department of Health, Education and Wel¬ 
fare in San Francisco, has become a sort of 
Hispanic ombudsman. 

He reports candidates for federal jobs, 
keeps an eye out for minority business con¬ 
tracts, and he tries to unsnarl bureaucratic 
tangles. And, he seeks every possible op¬ 
portunity to be quoted on television and in 
turn the newspapers. 

"We have gone unnoticed, ignored, and 
neglected but we're destined to become a 
very potent political force in the next two 
decades," he said in one such interview this 
week. 

He also said the Spanish - speaking 
Americans will "certainly" outnumber blacks 
before the year 2000. 

Statisticians at the Census Bureau said 
later they strongly doubted this, but they 
concedea their figures on the Spanish- 
American population were very imprecise 
because of the difficulty in ennumerating il¬ 
legal aliens. 

On the Democratic side, the appeal to 
Latinos is being orchestrated in large part 
by Joe Aragon, a staffer at the Democratic 
National Committee. 

It is Aragon who is in charge of putting 
together a Democratic campaign to register 
large numbers of Mexican - Americans 
in marginal states. 

"I would hope we can register at least 
200,000 more Mexican - Americans in 
California alone," said Aragon. "After all, 
John Kennedy lost California in 1960 by 
only 36,000 votes, and eight years later 
Humphrey lost the state by only 228,000 
votes. Next time, new Spanish-American 
voters in California could decide the whole 
election."

Civil Rights Advances 
Made Quietly In 1975 


1975 was a quiet year tor the Chicano 
civil rights movement in Santa Clara Valley. 
There were no strong demonstrations of pro¬ 
test—physical written, or verbal from this 
group. This was particularly noticeable when 
we look back to the 1960s when the Chicano 
civil rights activities were more evident. The 
1960 presidential elections saw the birth of 
Mexican - American political action groups. 
Most Chicano political activities were in¬ 
stinctively supporters of the Democratic 
Party. 

The Viva Kennedy campaign put together 
by early Chicano political leaders reached 
every corner of the Southwest and many 
parts of the nation. 

The Mexican - American Political Associa¬ 
tion was born in 1960 and played an im¬ 
portant role in the political thinking of many 
Chicanos. 

The Economic Opportunity Act of 1964 
(War on Poverty) provided the Chicano civil 
rights movement with its first formal or¬ 
ganization and trained staffs to battle the 
"old establishment." 

Emotions were running high in those days. 
Supressed feelings emerged causing a chain 
reaction of explosions in all levels of govern¬ 
ment and established structures. 


Chicano leaders openly denounced long 
established discrimination practices in edu¬ 
cation, housing, health, and other basic 
services. 

There were physical and verbal confronta¬ 
tions with law enforcement agencies. There 
were mass appearances before local legisla¬ 
tive and administrative bodies. 

The beginning of this decade saw a 
change in strategy by the Chicano civil 
rights movement. Once the initial anger was 
released, the Chicano was ready to use dif¬ 
ferent and more effective tactics. 

The courts were used effectively to stop 
unfair practices in employment. The addi¬ 
tion of Chicanos to responsible positions in 
government opened the door to Chicano 
grievances. 

Participation by numerous Chicanos in lo¬ 
cal government commissions and boards pro¬ 
vided a stronger voice to the needs of poor 
ethnic minorities. 

Chicano leaders sat side by side with 
policy making people. There was no need for 
noisy meetings and demonstrations. In this 
new year, I feel confident the Chicano will 
again break new records in social growth in 
its newly found identity.
